KILLED (V.6) 

" lay aside and put on (statement of 
completed fact) 
"do not go on living as if you were still 
tflat old man, because tfiat old man has 
died. do not go on living as if he was still 
there." (lloyd -jones) 
* body of sin gone 

"body of sin might be done away with" (6) 
if sin is dead then obviously 'done away 
"to render inoperative or invalid" 
Christian body is potentially good (Rom 12:1) 
"present your bodies a living and holy 
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c. no longer a slave to sin
